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Council, mayor eye 
4-year elected terms

If the Romulus City Council and Mayor Beverly 
McAnally have their way, city officials — both leg¬ 
islative and administrative — will no longer surren¬ 
der their seats after two years in office, and instead 
would be elected to four-year terms by the voters of 
the city. 

At last Monday’s regular meeting of the council. 
Councilman Barry Baumann spoke out in favor of

charter revisions which would allow the longer in¬ 
tervals. 

“I suggested that the city attorney look into poss¬ 
ibly ammending the charter and getting it on the 
November ballot,” Baumann said. The vote was 
unanimous in favor of the idea. 

According to Baumann, with the two-year terms 
now in place, officials have no time to grow in their 
job before another election rolls around. 

•‘The first six months, one is getting settled in 
p'ace, the next year they can work uninterrupted, 
and then the last six months ace spent campaign¬ 
ing,” he said. 

McAnally feels that those figures may even be 
exaggerated. 

‘‘I think that is a very generous estimate,” McA¬ 
nally said, ‘‘I personally think that the last year is 
spent|in preparation for the next election, or at least 
with it in mind.” 

What the council and McAnally are looking at are 
possible four-year terms for the city administrators 


— the mayor, clerk and treasurer — and a “stag¬ 
gered term” for the council, which means that the 
top three or four vote-getters would be elected for 
four years, while the remaining would hold their 
seats for two. 

“The residents of Romulus have made it clear to 
me and my fellow council members that the four- 
year term should go on the ballot,” Baumann said. 
“I hear it quite often. 

“It would give the city quite a bit more stability. 1 
think it (the two-year terms) is a holdover from 
Romulus’ more controversial days. Things are Set¬ 
tled down enough now I think for the people to accept 
four-year terms.” 

McAnally said that it is ‘‘very difficult now. 1 think 
I am very fortunate that I’d had 10 years in govern¬ 
ment here before I was elected. For instance, if 1 
hadn’t been familiar with economic development 
plan before, it would have been months ... as it was, 
I plunged into it my first month in office, and we 
forged ahead and accomplished some goals.” 

According to McAnally, the recall elections of last 
year may have had at least one point in their favor. 

“1 think the concern before with the four-year 
term was accountability. But now, I think the people 
have seen that recalls can be achieved. If someone is 
irresponsible in office, they can be taken out without 
waiting out a term. 

“Politics in Romulus have matured. I think, in the 
last four years,” McAnally said. ‘Four years ago, 
straight four-year terms for administration and 
council were turned down by the voters in the 
November elections.” 

- Councilman Junior Block agi ces (hat the two-year 
terms hinder programs and output, particularly the 
newly elected. 

“Many people elected to the city council for the 
first time, it takes them seven or eight months to 
really get their feet wet. As it is,” said Block, ' It 
seems that every time you turn around there's 
another election. 

“And another thing,” Block added, “it would save 
the people money on elections!” 


City, Teamsters ratify 
new 3-year contract 


A union contract between the 
city of Romulus and Teamsters 
Local 214 has been ratified. In 
a special meeting held Monday 
night, the city council gave 
their approval to the three-year 
pact. 

Approximately 115 city em¬ 
ployees will be affected by the 


contract, including workers for 
the Department of Public 
Works and clerical employees. 

The contract specifies that 
union workers will receive an 
across-the-board 5 percent in¬ 
crease effective immediately, 
with additional increases of 3 
percent to be paid on July 1, 


Romulus goes 
‘Hotel Happy’ 

The Romulus Planning Commission gave “thumbs up” Mon¬ 
day night to a newly-proposed hotel, which will be built in the 
city, with construction tentatively scheduled to begin later this 
year. 

According to preliminary reports, the hotel will contain a 
restaurant, swimming pool and banquet room among its facili¬ 
ties. It will be located on Wickham Road, between the already- 
existing Hilton Hotel and Ramada Inn, right next to the 
Budgetal motel, which is currently under construction. 

The structure will be a part of the Days Inn chain, a nation¬ 
wide corporation based in Atlanta, Georgia. 


1985; 2 percent to be paid on 
July 1, 1986; and another 1 per¬ 
cent increase effective Jan. 1, 
1987. 

In addition, the contract clar¬ 
ified the language on issues of 
retirement at age 65, added 
spouse’s benefits and surviving 
spouses benefits after retire¬ 
ment, and negotiated a “25 and 
out“ clause for those wishing 
early retirement. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
said: “I think it is a fair con¬ 
tract, one which the city of 
Romulus can afford and live 
with. It offers security and be¬ 
gins to bring us more in line 
with other communities of com¬ 
parable size and resources. 

“I am pleased that the nego¬ 
tiating team acted upon this 
contract within the proper time 
frame and did so using a mini¬ 
mum amount of expensive leg¬ 
al advice,” McAnally added. 

The negotiations took 2'/2 
months, not a long period of 
time for contract negotiations 
of this type. The old contract 
expired July 1. 


The Office of Wayne County 
Executive William Lucas will 
request the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Develop¬ 
ment to release federal funds 
for four separate projects in 
Romulus totaling $74,724. 

The request will fall under 
Title 1 of the Housing and Com¬ 
munity Act of 1974 as amended 
through the housing and Urban- 
Rural Recover act of 1983. 

♦ Some $20,000 will go to pro¬ 
vide improvements to two city 
parks, Kennedy and Cypress, 
including a baseball complex 
architectural costs required to 


convert a school to a recreation 
center by September of 1985. 

Also, there is planned re¬ 
novation of the Romulus Help 
Center, a neighborhood facility 
at 35085 Goddard, which is 
occupied by a non-profit orga¬ 
nization. The planned $15,000 
will bring the center up to code 
requirements. 

Monies from 1982 and ’83 will 
help towards the $16,724 ear¬ 
marked for construction of 
widening Wayne Road from I- 
94 to Wick. i 

The remaining $23,000 will go 
towards city-wide public ser¬ 


vices, with provisions to fund 
supplement educational science 
fairs, to fund operations of pri¬ 
vate, non-profit neighborhood 
associations; and a summer 
youth program to provide em¬ 
ployment at three non-profit 
agencies by September of 1985. 

The funds can only be 
approved under the above- 
mentioned act, if it is found 
that the release of the funds 
will not constitute an action 
significantly affecting the hu¬ 
man environment or the en¬ 
vironment in general, which 
officials of Wayne County feel 
it will not.

Misery.'' cl Oorrn 
Shepherd, was sjx years bi J 
and pregnant when she was^ 
shoved from her owner's 
moving car onto Michigan 
Avenue. 

Confused and frightened, 
she paced between lanes of 
pounding tires and blaring 
horns in a hopeless search 
for safety. 

Missy was lucky. 

She survived the ordeal, 
was captured by an animal 
control officer and trans¬ 
ported to the Michigan 
Humane Society, where an 
employee opened her home 
as a temporary foster 
facility. 

Now the mother of four 
pups. Missy no longer lashes 
out at hands that she had 
learned to fear. She is re¬ 
gaining her trust. 

Her puppies have been 
adopted, and the society is 
confident that they may 
have a home lined up for 
Missy as well. 

To those who work at the 
Michigan Humane Society 
(MHS), the story is all too 
familiar, with one exception — 
most don’t have as happy an 
ending. 

MHS is a non-profit organiza¬ 
tion, which depends on fees and 
contributions to fund the tem¬ 
porary housing and care of 
stray and unwanted pets. 

The organization also oper¬ 
ates a pet adoption program, a 
veterinary clinic and plays an 
active role in Investigating 
animal cruelty cases and 
trying to change legislation to 
achieve greater animal protec¬ 
tion. 

Thanks to an aggressive

animals that they have found 
or can no longer care for. Most 
don’t like to think about what 
happens after they leave. 

The MHS staff knows. And 
often takes the blame. 

“We’re sometimes labeled as 
the bad guys because we have 
to put animals to sleep,” West- 
land Shelter Manager Kathy 
Blauet said, “but people have 
to remember that we’re just 
cleaning up their mess — we re 
not breeding here. ’ 

There are usually 100 to 150 
animals, mostly dogs, in the 
Westland shelter at all times. 
Blauet said. The vast majority 
of these aren’t strays at all, but 
animals who have been brought 
by their owners to the shelter, 
located at 37255 Marquette. 

“And. " she added, “you 
wouldn’t believe some of the 
reasons.” 

“We hear things like, ‘We 
have to get rid of the dog be¬ 
cause we’ve got different 
carpeting now and the hairs 
show.' Some people just drop 
off their pet because they’re 
going on vacation and don’t 
want to pay to board the anim¬ 
al — they figure they’ll just get 
another one when they come 
back. 

“That’s why we have an 
adoption program that screens 
applicants. Some people say 
we re too critical, that we 
should give a pet to anyone 
who wants one. But we’ve seen 
what happens to pets that 
aren't cared for. We’re looking 
for permanent responsible 
homes, not just until the kids in 
the family get tired of the pet 
or the novelty wears off. but 
for the duration of the pet’s 
life. A- pet deserves that.” 

Some, like Missy, fare better 
the second time around. 

In an attempt to place as

ble in new homes, an animal

health, as wQ as t'emperment. 
is good and if space is avail¬ 
able, the animal is given shots, 
wormed and placed in the 
adoption area. 

Those adopting a pet must 
agree to pay for neutering, part 
of MHS’s attempt at controlling 
the pets’ greatest enemy — 
overpopulation. 

Smaller, younger animals 
have a better chance of being 
adopted than larger, older pets, 
Blauet said. Fo'- strays, the 
chances are even slimmer. 

Stray animals captured by 
animal control officers are iso¬ 
lated from othfer pets at the 
shelter. 

If the animal is wearing an 
identification tag. the owner is 
contacted and the animal is 
held for seven days. 

“In most cases, there is no 
ID," Blauet said, “and the 
animal is kept for only four 
days.” 

Unlike owner-surrendered 
animals, the history, behavior 
and temperament of strays are 
unknown factors — another 
reason that candidacy for adop¬ 
tion is unlikely. 

If no dne claims or adopts the 
pet, it is euthanized — put to 
sleep with an injection, while 
held by a volunteer worker. 

“All of this does still get to 
us,’’ Blauet, who owns 
several pets of her own, admit¬ 
ted. “We’re not immune to this 
— after all, we wouldn’t work 
here if we didn’t love animals. 
But it’s a stressful job.’’ 

Some of the stress comes 
from watching repeat perform¬ 
ances of scenes that illustrate 
the ignorance and irresponsibil¬ 
ity of many pet owners. 

“We see animals with fur so 
matted and tangled it has to be 
cut off.” Blauet said. “We’ve

UAW-Ford program readies unemployed for work

Hard luck stories are nothing 
new to Paul Goff. He’s heard 
plenty of them since April. Many 
bring tears to his eyes, and most 
he hopes, with a little help, will 
have happy endings. 

Goff, a 13-year employee of the 
Ford Motor Company, heads up 
the satellite office of the UAW- 
Ford Employee Development 
and Training Program, designed 
to aid laidoff workers, who still 
have recall rights with the auto¬ 
maker find employment. 

A robust man who has worked 
at Ford’s Saline plant and held 
various positins at the local and 
internatinal level of the UAW, he 
speaks softly about the people he 
has met since the office in the 
west wing of the Nankin Mills 
Learning Center in Westland 
opened in April. 

'We have documented cases of 
suicide as the result of unem¬ 
ployment. of people who have 
turned to drugs and alcohol to 
ease the pain and pressure,” he 


said. “We get people with anger 
in their eyes because of what has 
happened to them... others with 
tears in their eyes because they 
don’t know who to turn to for 
help. 

“We’ve got so many people 
who want guidance in finding a 
job. They don’t want someone to 
do all the work for them, just to 
open up a door.” 

The joint union-employer 
program was negotiated as part 
of the contract agreed to by both 
sides in 1982 and deals specifical¬ 
ly with laidoff workers who still 
have recall rights with Ford’s. 
An employee’s recall right is de¬ 
termined by his number of years 
seniority with the automaker 
and can range from 18 months 
for those with less than one year 
seniority to not less than 132 
months for those with 10 but less 
than 11 years on the job. 

Centers are located at 
Macomb Community College, 
Marygrove College and in Dear¬ 
born in areas with the “heaviest 
concentration” of laidoff Ford 
employees. 


They provide a wide range of 
professional services all aimed 
at getting their clients back to 
work, whether it be through 
assistance in arranging job in¬ 
terviews, individually designed 
training programs through on- 
the-job training or through re¬ 
training. 

The staff, many of whom are 
themselves laidoff autoworkers, 
work closely with professional 
vocational counselors to offer 
clients career counseling, refer¬ 
ral services concerning educa¬ 
tional and tuition assistance, 
personal/family support sys¬ 
tems, job search skills/job club, 
on the job training and job place¬ 
ment. 

"This is one of the kind in em¬ 
ployment service, because you 
don’t have to pay any fees,” Goff 
explained. “We offer as many 
professional services as we can 
free of charge. 

“We have a lot of highly qual¬ 
ified people who come here each 
week, who came out of these fac¬ 
tories. Some are already going to 
night school in an effort to im¬ 
prove their lot.” 


The “bottom line” of EDTP is 
“to provide people with jobs, not 
any old job,” but jobs that can 
help rnany get back on their feet 
financially like one laidoff work¬ 
er, who was supporting his fami¬ 
ly and meeting his financial 
obligations through odd jobs and 
collecting returnable bottles. 
When he finally turned to the cen¬ 
ter for help, his family, including 
three children, had been living 
for several months on a diet of 
crackers soaked in water. 

The center was able to get him 
more palatable food for his fami¬ 
ly, worked with his creditors to 
relieve his financial burdens for 
awhile and placed him in a Job 
Club. At last word, according to 
Goff, he had had his first positive 
job contact and the center was 
waiting to hear if he had 
accepted. 

“The days of knocking on the 
door of labor relations and 
saying you want a job with 
Ford’s is long gone,” he said. 
“Today you have to be able to 
offer something to the employer. 
That’s what this is all about.’ 


“It only takes about two weeks 
of working with people who have 
lost their jobs, their homes and 
their family to make you very de¬ 
dicated.” 

Admittedly, dealing with 
laidoff workers with recall rights 
is only a few of the workers who 
have lost their jobs. Goff speaks 
of several thousand the center 
hopes to reach in the Western 
Wayne County area, although he 
admits it could be as high as 
5,000. 

The center faces two problems 
— getting the word out to eligible 
laidoff workers that it’s there 
and finding employers. 

The center has been working 
through the various Ford factor¬ 
ies and with lists of the laidoff, 
although, Goff speculates, that 
many on those lists may be out of 
the reach of center because of re¬ 
location, repossession of their 
home, a disconnected telephone 
or worse. 

As for potential employers, 
Goff admits that there are 
numerous $6 and $7 an hour jobs 
to be had, but that employers- 
may be balking at hiring former 
autoworkers to avoid a possible 
burst of anger at a job paying 
almost half per hour as much as 


the automaker. 

“It’s like they’re almost 
embarrassed, if they offer less,” 
he added. 

Laidoff workers entering the 
program attend about a three- 
hour orientation — by appoint¬ 
ment only—through which coun¬ 
selors determine eligibility. A- 
bout 15 attend the sessions each 
week, and if they hope to hear 
about the pot of gold at the end of 
the rainbow, just the opposite is 
true. 

The picture Goff paints for 
them is one of hope, only if they 
are willing to work or train for it. 

“There’s so many people here, 
people who have worked hard for 
what they have and are losing 
it,” Goff said. “It really upsets 
me everyday to see the tragedies 
that come through these doors. 

“We’re doing it all backwards. 
People were coming out of high 
school with a diploma in one 
hand and nothing in the other. 
Now, when they’re 35 years old, 
we’re putting something in that 
other hand.”

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To pay or not to pay... 
That is the question 


Should a firm be required to pay a city a fee in 
exchange for the right to be that community’s prim¬ 
ary towing service? 

That’s the question the Westland City Council 
wanted answered before it decided which firm 
would get a two-year contract from the city. 

The question was not a new one in the six-month 
long battle between the mayor and council as to 
which firm should be the towing contractor. The 
council had favored Service Towing, which has pro¬ 
vided the service, with few problems, for more than 
four years. Mayor Charles Pickering favored B & H 
Towing, which unlike Service Towing, offered to re¬ 
turn 20 percent of the gi'oss revenues of the business 
generated as a result of the contract to the city. 

The council maintained that the contract is not 
meant to be a “money maker’’ for the city, but 
rather a service to the residents. The mayor main¬ 
tains that the “financial” package proposed by B & 
H is in the best interests of the city, so much so that in 
spite of a two-year contract extension awarded by 
the council earlier this year, he entered into an 
agreement with B & H making it the primary towing 
contractor for the city. 

The city is in the process of re-awarding that con¬ 
tract, the direct result of a breach of contract law¬ 
suit filed by Service Towing. It also faces an 
amended breach of contract suit, filed by B & H 
Towing. 

The new bids resulted in an administration recom¬ 
mendation of awarding the contract to B & H, again 
because it offered the best financial return for 


the city, and a question of can a contractor be asked 
to pay a fee, or “royalty,” to get that contract, 
voiced in passing many months ago became a major 
issue. 

When a service is required, it is common practice 
that the person needing that service pay for it. The 
towing contract awarded by the city is the only one in 
which it requires the contractor to pay. With that in 
mind, the council’s concern about the fee is a legiti¬ 
mate one, although surfacing this late in the dispute 
gave it political overtones. 

The council was wise to seek a legal opinion on that 
requirement of the contract, not only to clarify the 
issue, but possibly to avoid further legal problems. 

If the city is interested in providing a service to its 
residents, the financial return should not be the 
primary consideration, but rather how well that ser¬ 
vice will be provided. Neither towing firm in this 
dispute has a clean track record. Service Towing has 
been accused of excessive charges, while B & H has 
had its share of problems with vehilces it stored, 
prior to being designated primary contractor by the 
mayor. 

The city needs to clear up the issue of paying a 
royalty for the contract now. Once that has been 
resolved it needs to concentrate on the quality of the 
service to be provided . Then , and only then, will it be 
able to state that the towing contract is a service for 
residents. 

After all, that is what this contract was meant to 
be. 


Congratulations, Chorbagian 


Kathleen Chorbagian has a big job ahead of her.

flying solo 


It began, I think, innocently enough. There 
we were, “Pops” and I, together for a time 
at the family summer house at Sand Lake. 

“Pops,” my grandfather, was a loveable 
but complex man and our conversations are 
among my fondest memories of childhood. 
This one, in particular, remains with me. 
“Pops, what was your father’s full name?” 
I inquired. 

“Wesley John Willett,” came his reply, 
and he sat back to wait. Sure enough, I 
asked the question he knew I would. “And 
what were his parents names?” 

That, as I recall, was the beginning. I re¬ 
member so many scribbled notes on little 
white scraps of paper. Now, those notes and 
others along with collected old photographs, 
fill boxes, files, albums and shelves. The net 
result? I have come to realize that I, like all 
of us, am the by-product if you will, of gen¬ 
erations of people who I knew nothing about. 

Genealogy may be a trivial pursuit or a 
serious study akin to anthropology, depend¬ 
ing on your point of view. There is, however, 
a strange realization that occurs one day 
when you begin to know your forebearers. 

It now troubles me to discover the great 
number of people who have little or no 
knowledge of their origins beyond perhaps 
their grandparents. I am reminded of a 
question I heard once on a television game 
show. When did civilization begin? Answer: 
When man learned to record history. Re¬ 
cording one’s heritage for generations yet 
to come is part of being civilized. 

By doubling exponentially back eight gen¬ 
erations (two parents, four grandparents, 
eight great-grandparents, etc.) we find that 
we are a descendant of 512 individuals. 
Many give their roots little or no thought or 
even wonder what that heritage has to do 
with the practical pursuits of pounding out a 
living. 

But I want to know. What kind of people 
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are responsible for giving me life? Where 
did they come from? What did they look 
like? What were their lives like? What did 
they have to do to put bread on their table? 
What hardships did they encounter or over¬ 
come? It is a time-consuming study, but it 
somehow speaks to me and gives me a 
sense of who I am. 

Genealogy gives me a perspective about 
the brevity of our time here. Studying one’s 
heritage no doubt impacts on people in 
numerous ways, but I feel a sense of duty to 
acknowledge the once earthly existence of 
those who went before me. I hope some day 
those who follow me will sense that same 
responsibility and note, in some small way, 
the lives of those who lived and served as a 
link in the human chain that has allowed 
them to exist. 

Genealogy is a worthy endeavor, and it 
seems to me far better than the meaning¬ 
less pursuits of an endless variety that 
preoccupy such a large sector of humanity. 

A wise soul once noted, “In order to know 
where you’re going, you have to know 
where you've been.” The study of our fore¬ 
bearers can give a sense of knowing where 
“you” have been. 

The study of genealogy is a lifetime pur- 
sit. You may find anything and everything, 
from horse thieves to kings roaming in the 
family closet. It is entertaining, education¬ 
al, stimulating and worthy, in my opinion, 
of the investment of time for a return in 
satisfaction. 

What could be more satisfying than know¬ 
ing you are doing something that, if not done 
by you, will not be done by anyone. 

Now is the best time to start recording 
and gathering your family’s history. Your 
great-grandchildren will be grateful.

Jim Dunn strode confidently into the office, 
flashing a smile no doubt perfected on the cam¬ 
paign trail. 

Confidence does seem to come a bit easier if 
one happens to be tanned, handsome and rich. 
Dunn possesses such qualities along with a 
tenacity that has sent shock waves through the 
state’s staid Republican Party hierarchy. 

Dunn, a former Congressman from East 
Lansing, wants to replace Carl Levin as the 
junior U.S. senator from Michigan. Many of 
those who predict Dunn will accomplish his 
goal also are ardent believers in the tooth 
fairy, television commercials and the free 
lunch. It’ll take more than money to unseat the 
incumbent. 

“Are you electable?’’ was the obvious ques¬ 
tion posed to Dunn, who swept into office with 
Ronald Reagan in 1980 and hopes to duplicate 
the feat in November. 

“Yes, but it’s my job to make it an issue 
race,” responded Dunn, who lost his Congres¬ 


sional seat to Rep. Bob Carr by only 6,000 votes 
in a 1982 rematch. “People should look beyond 
labels and I intend to make them aware of the 
record.” 

Unlike some baby kissers, Dunn isn’t afraid 
to speak his mind. During the course of an hour 
interview the millionaire homebuilder called 
Republican foe Jack Lousma a “liar. ” He cal¬ 
led Levin a “liberal.” He said the political bos¬ 
ses wanted a "celebrity” and decided on Lous¬ 
ma, a former astronaut (“they talked to Charl¬ 
ton Heston but I refused to run against Moses,” 
he quipped.) 

Should Dunn get past Lousma — polls show 
the race nearly even — he’ll be looking for 
Reagan coattails to ride on against Levin. The 
candidate agrees with the President on most 
issues, except abortion (he’s pro-choice) and 
the Equal Rights Amendment, which he sup¬ 
ports. 

“C’mon Mr. Dunn, how can you possibly 
hope to overcome the tremendous name recog¬ 
nition advantage Levin holds over you?” 

It’s a question Dunn obviously has thought 
about because the mere mention of Levin sends 
him into action. 

“If you look at the Congressional Quarterly 
you’ll find out that even Sen.

Another security feature is a trans¬ 
mission lock that is automatically activated when 
the ignition key is removed.

journey and the time of day. Even the speedometer 
is electronic to ensure silence and accuracy. 

“Other refinements to make motoring easier,” 
Massey explained, “include a fuel guage that also 
checks the engine oil level at the touch of a button on 
the instrument panel.” The fuel cap cover also is 
released by a button. 

The two front seats are contoured and are electri¬ 
cally moved up and down, fore and aft and through 
several degrees of tilt. Twin outside rear view mir¬ 
rors are also electrically controlled from a center 
console. 

“The upholstery of each car comes from nine 
carefully matched hides from cattle that have not 
been allowed near barbed wire which could mar 
their skins,” said Massey, adding that the same 
leather is used to trim the deep pile Wilton carpets 
which are made from the fleece of a herd of sheep 
that has been especially bred for hardiness.

applied. Each coat is hand-rubbed. The result is a 
layer of paint that is two-and-a-half times thicker 
than that on most cars. 

“A final touch on the paintwork is a sweeping 
coachline deftly applied by hand with a small camel 
hair brush,” Massey said. 

Over the years, he explained, the ride and 
roadholding of Rolls-Royce cars have improved by 
the introduction of compliant front suspension and 
other modifications. On the current models, rear 
suspension, incorporating gas springs, adjusts the 
ride to the load and improves ride and cornering. 
Suspension testing was carried out on a bump rig 
designed by Henry Royce himself in the early 1900’s.

Michigan Humane 
Society officials sup¬ 
port legislation to out¬ 
law pound seizure and 
overhaul Michigan’s 
anti-cruelty laws. 

According to the 
MHS, 78 pieces of leg¬ 
islation prohibiting 
pound seizure have 
been submitted, the 
strongest appearing 
in Massachusetts — 
the home of Harvard 
and MIT, and an area 
dominated by re¬ 
search. 

The MHS is also 
battling the Jackson 
County Dog Pound, 
whose representa¬ 
tives recently said 
that 83 percent of 
those who submitted 
animals to the pound 
opted for research 
rather than euthe- 
nasia. 

“We are concerned 
that this is being 
offered as a way of re¬ 
solving the pound sei¬ 
zure problem,’’ Liska 
said. “Not only did we 
find discrepancies in 
their figures (people 
missing from the sur- 
vey and others 
counted several 
times) , but people 
were told they would 
have to pay to keep 
their animals out of 
research, while the 
research option was 
offered free.”

seen grown dogs with choke 
chain collars literally imbed¬ 
ded in their necks because 
their owners never removed 
their first puppy collar.” 

Things at the cruelty center 
in Detroit are even worse. 

“I couldn't work there,” 
Blauet confessed, relating the 
true story of a German 
Shepherd who lived after chil¬ 
dren doused it with lighter fluid 
and lit it with a match. MHS is 
also investigating a case of a 
dog shot five times by its 
owner. 

“It's seeing things like that,” 
Blauet said, “that makes you 
understand what I wish more 
people could realize — that a 
humane death is not the worse 
thing that can happen to an 
animal.” 

One thing worse is pound sei¬ 
zure, the sale of pound-released 
animals to laboratories for live 
research. 

It has been estimated by the 
MHS that 20 to 30 Michigan 
pounds, including, the Detroit 
City Dog Pound, engage in 
pound seizure, a practice the 
humane society is fighting to 
outlaw. 

“We don't sell any animals 
for research, ' Blauet said 
simply, “and we don't like peo¬ 
ple who do.” 

For the shelter involved, 
pound seizure is an easy solu¬ 
tion to the surplus pet popula¬ 
tion. 

For the animals, former pets 
who may have been in the 
homes of their owners a few 
days earlier, the practice be¬ 
gins a nightmare whose only 
end is a welcome death. 

“One way those involved in 
pound seizure try to defend the 
practice is by saying that the 
animals would otherwise be 
euthanized.” Eileen Liska. 
MHS legislative and research 
assistant, explained. 

“The truth is, if they had an 
aggressive adoption program, 
the shelters could adopt many 
of these pets and make money 
as well. Right now many 
pounds are paying dealers to 
come and pick up the 


animals.” 

The MHS is outspoken in cri¬ 
ticism and attempts to outlaw 
pound seizure, which is neither 
mandated nor prohibited by 
state law. 

“We’ve got a fight on our 
hands because we’re taking on, 
not only big business, but the 
entire power structure,” Liska 
said. “What it’s all about is 
making money through exploit¬ 
ing others — and those making 
the money aren’t going to give 
up that power without a stru¬ 
ggle.” 

What it’s also about is re¬ 
search, and the suffering that 
animals are subjected to in the 
name of medical advancement 
and technology. 

According to Liska and other 
researchers (including a grow¬ 
ing number of scientists them¬ 
selves,) live animal research 
may have more to do with 
money than medicine. 

A multi-billion dollar indus¬ 
try, the majority of live animal 
research is performed, not in 
the bio-medical field, but by 
private industry, including 
cosmetic and pharmaceutical 
firms. 

Not only is much of the lab 
work performed on animals re¬ 
petitive (tests studying the 
effects of malnutrition on anim¬ 
als, for example, have been re¬ 
peated at least 1,850 times), but 
many are now questioning the 
reliability of results. 

Former pets have unknown 
genetic and medical histories 
which make them unsuitable 
for accurate lab testing, the 
MHS has stated. 

Since the artificial lab en¬ 
vironment changes normal 
animal behavior, conclusions 
formed as a result of those be¬ 
haviors. many say, may also 
be distorted. 

Add to the humane society's 
already strong case their argu¬ 
ments that animal models are 
rarely an accurate substitution 
for human beings and that 
there are alternatives to many 
types of live animal research. 

In one case the lives of count¬ 
less pets were saved when a 
videotape of an animal being

poisoned was shown to college 
students instead of sacrificing 
an animal in each class. 

Others were not so fortunate: 

• In wound experiments, re¬ 
searchers fired BB pellets 
traveling at 300 feet per second 
into the brains of monkeys. 
Forty-five percent of the anim¬ 
als died within six hours. 

• Kittens injected with 
cocaine displayed tremors, loss 
of coordination, limb stiffness 
and convulsions, behavior mon¬ 
itored by researchers. 

• Confined to small cages, 
the vocal cords of dogs and 
other lab animals are routinely 
severed to stifle their cries. 

• Monkeys have been auto¬ 
matically struck on the head 
with a machine and then cut 
open to discover brain damage 
levels caused by forceful blows 

As the issue heats up and 
gains increasing public in¬ 
terest, the research community 
and humanitarians prepare for 
their biggest and most volatile 
battles. 

“The public is now beginning 
to challenge the people in the 
medical community — people 
we previously gave our blind 
faith to,” Liska said. 

“We’re finally challenging 
and questioning our authority 
figures, a shift in attitude that 
began in the 1960s. The animal 
rights movement is a natural 
outgrowth of other movements 


— civil rights, women’s rights, 
environmental — and more are 
joining. 

“Even members of congress 
are now telling researchers 
that the days when they could 
go into the lab and close the 
door and do whatever they 
wanted are over. 

The research community is 
fighting back, Liska said, with 
the fervor and attitude that any 
power structure uses when jt is 
threatened. 

“The arguments are the 
same as in the past — they’re 
saying that these aren’t human 
beings, only animals, the same 
way others have exploited 
blacks and women by saying 
that these groups are biologi¬ 
cally inferior. 

“Racism, sexism, now 
speciesism — it’s all the same 
mentality. 

“As we become bolder and 
more articulate, the scientists 
become increasingly defensive 
and outrageous in their accusa¬ 
tions against us. They’d like to 
paint us as wackos. But the 
truth is, we re not little old 
ladies in tennis shoes saving 
cats in trees. 

“We’re not even saying that 
we want to put an end to all 
animal research. We are peo¬ 
ple from all walks of life and 
all professions who would like 
to see unnecessary suffering 
end.

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Uncle Louie’s 

New restaurant evokes memories 


18,1984

Uncle Louie must be smiling. 

His sons George and Nick 
Smith have opened the spark¬ 
ling new Uncle Louie’s Dining 
Saloon at 25641 Plymouth Road, 
just east of Beech Daly, in Red- 
ford Township. 

They named the place in hon¬ 
or of their late father, who for 
almost 30 years operated the 
legendary Adams lBar on West 
Lafayette across from the De¬ 
troit News. 

Bright and polished, and de¬ 
corated in the Roaring Twen¬ 
ties motif, Unce Louie’s is far 
more elegant (fancy) than was 
the Adams. 

Nevertheless, with its shiny 
brass railing and mementos of 
the past, it evokes memories of 
the old Adams, where Louie 
Smith lent a sympathetic ear — 
and often money — to many a 
newspaperman down on his 
luck and in his cups. 

When Louis Smith died at 
age 81 in May 1972, his obituary 
in the Detroit News was head¬ 
lined: “A generation of repor¬ 
ters mourn friend Louis 
Smith.” 

The reporter wrote: “Pacify¬ 
ing and almost always smiling, 
he listened to the troubles of a 
generation of reporters, most 


of whose bylines now are 
almost forgotten. 

“He also heard the talk of re¬ 
laxing politicans, sports figures 
and business leaders ... 

“So inviting was the old- 
fashioned barroom — with its 
dark woodwork, high ceilings 
and cooling fans — that it be¬ 
came an informal annex of the 
newspaper and the WWJ stu¬ 
dios next door, long before 
there was a Detroit Press 
Club.” 

Indeed. George Smith recalls 
that a Detroit News city editor, 
having to send a reporter out of 
town on a big story during a 
weekend when the paper’s busi¬ 
ness office was closed, called 
the Adams and said: “Give 
Harris $1,000. We’ll reimburse 
you Monday.” 

Anecdotes about the Adams 
could fill a book. 

“At least one reporter used 
the Adams as his mailing 
address,” the reporter wrote on 
Louis Smith’s death. “And 
there are some pretty clear re¬ 
collections of a certain charac¬ 
ter riding a race horse into the 
place, minus the excuse of so 
much as a bet.” 

Louie Smith retired when the 
bar was torn down in 1963 as 
part of an urban renewal prog¬ 
ram. The new WDIV Channel 4 
building now covers the site.

often placed on a pedestal of 
praise concerning their song¬ 
writing talents, garnishing 
praise from prestigious peo¬ 
ple like Frank Sinatra (who 
they are writing a song for) 
and Paul McCartney. They’ve 
been compared favorably to 
other songwriters, particular¬ 
ly Lennon-McCartney. Not all 
that many disagreed very 
vehemently, at least those 
that were familiar with 
Squeeze. 

The danger here — the 
temptation — is for Difford 
and/or Tilbrook and/or pro¬ 
ducer Tony Visconti to over¬ 
produce the record. For the 
most part, they overcame, but 
four tunes bear the dreaded 
words “strings arranged by” 
on the album jacket. Happily, 
while a couple of the tunes are 
brought down a tad — particu- 
larly the single “Action 
Speaks Louder Than Words,” 
which yearns for a sparser 
sound — the others aren’t hin¬ 
dered by them and, in the case 
of the album’s best straight¬ 
ahead rocker “Hope Fell 
Down,” they even help a bit. 

Tilbrook's voice is always a 
joy to hear, as unique as it is 
tuneful, and he shines here. 
Lyrics like “Concocted 
rumours by out of tuners” are 
proof positive that the sly and 
wry humor of the songwriting 
pair is still alive and well, 
while these show the finely- 
crafted prolificness: 

You can’t hurt the girl 
her heart has been 
broken 

She cried for a week the 
wound remains open 
Her heart turned to oak 
she wept like the willow 
You can’t hurt the girl 
And not cry on her pillow 

This album is not by any 
means the best album this 
pair have been responsible for 
— two or three of Squeeze’s 
output are superior. But is is a 
very, very good album that 
deserves a wide audience and 
will hopefully get it. After all, 
if this album rates an 8, you 
can’t hold it against it that 
“Sweets From a Stranger” 
rated a 10, can you?

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One small step... 15 years later and still discovering

In a decade when riots rock¬ 
ed college campuses and a war 
that began to appear pointless 
strained the nation’s conscien¬ 
ce, one moment — possibly the 
apex of technological achieve¬ 
ment in this century — gave 
welcome relief from the hear¬ 
tache and confusion. On July 
20, 1969, man walked on the 
moon. 

The feat seems no less spec¬ 
tacular at a time, 15 years la¬ 
ter, when mention of a Space 
Shuttle launch on the morning 
news sounds almost routine. 
But while history will most re¬ 
member those first steps by 
Neil Armstrong, Apollo II and 
the subsequent lunar landings 
left a scientific legacy that con¬ 
tinues to stimulate researchers 
today. 

Apollo did not start out as an 
exercise in science, however. 
The goal was as political as the 
rest of the late 1960s — the Un¬ 
ited States was in a furious 


race to the moon with the 
Soviet Union. What did exist 
was an opportunity — seized by 
some members of the scientific 
community — to gain informa¬ 
tion about our nearest planet¬ 
ary body, our sun and the 
earth. 

Before Apollo, “we knew the 
basics about the moon,’’ said 
Dr. Ted A. Maxwell, chairman 
of the Center for Earth and 
Planetary Studies at the 
Smithsonian’s National Air and 
Space Museum in Washington, 
D.C. For instance, he ex¬ 
plained, geologists and other 
scientists thought the moon 
was several billion years old. 
They also had a good idea of its 
composition — basaltic lava 
and other rock that forms when 
molten material slowly cools 
and solidifies. But there were 
many unknowns. 

Apollo II and the following 
five moon missions gave direct 
information about three major 
areas of interest to lunar scien¬ 
tists: the exact age of the 


moon, whether water or life 
might exist there and the 
moon’s internal structure — 
whether or not it has some type 
of core. 

“Determining the age of the 
moon was Apollo’s most impor¬ 
tant finding,” Maxwell said. 
Analysis of rock samples from 
Apollo 17, the last lunar mis¬ 
sion, showed that the moon is 
about 4.6 billion years old 
nearly as old as the solar sys¬ 
tem itself. 

But that didn’t surprise sci¬ 
entists as much as the age of 
rock samples from the Sea of 
Tranquility, where Apollo IPs 
lunar module “Eagle” landed. 
These samples of basaltic lava 
rock — formed by the moon’s 
volcanic activity — are approx¬ 
imately 3 billion years old. 
Prior to Apollo, some geolog¬ 
ists thought that this rock 
formed only 100 to 150 million 
years ago. Analysis of rock 
samples from other large, dark 
regions of the moon — called

marias or seas — has pushed 
back the known date of the 
moon’s volcanic era even furth¬ 
er, to about 3.8 billion years. 

The Apollo missions showed 
that life does not exist on the 
moon, and lunar samples have 
revealed that carbon — 
elemental for organic life as we 
know it — doesn’t exist there in 
enough quantities for a good 
crack at starting any. As for 
water on the moon: “Dry as a 
bone,” Maxwell said. Some lu¬ 
nar scientists have argued that 
water may exist in frozen caps 
at the moon’s poles, but addi¬ 
tional exploration of the moon’s 
surface would be needed to 
prove that conclusively. 

An array of seismometers 
from Apollo II and the other 
moon missions also confirmed 
what some geologists had sus¬ 
pected. Seismically, the moon 
is extremely quiet. Maxwell 
said. Compared to the earth, 
with its shifting and colliding 
plates on top of a mantle and 
molten core, the moon’s sur¬ 
face is motionless. In fact, 
what low-level rumblings the 
moon does create are so weak 
and unrevealing that it took de¬ 
liberate explosions and the 
dropping of a used Apollo rock¬ 
et stage on the lunar surface to 
provide the shock waves re¬ 
quired for the seismometers to 
“hear” echoes from the moon’s 
interior. 

These studies showed that, 
like the earch, the moon has 
distinct “layers.” The outer 
layer or crust extends down ab¬ 
out 37 miles to more dense rock 
in the mantle. Below the man¬ 
tle. more than 500 miles deep, 
lies a mysterious interior. This 
deepest part of the moon could 
be solid or a hot, semi-molten 
layer of sulfur and iron. Ques¬ 
tions about the nature of the 
core and other aspects of the 
moon can only be answered by 
collecting more rock samples 
for chemical analysis and by 
comparing that data with the 
moon’s heat flow. 

The earth and moon also 
have the same kinds of 
minerals. 

"But it’s not as if you’ve seen 
one planet and you’ve seen 
them all,’’ said Dr. Donald S. 
Burnett, a geochemist at the 
California Institute of Technol¬ 
ogy. In addition to the early 
cessation of the moon’s geolo¬ 
gic activity, he pointed out that 


the moon also has little or no 
atmosphere. Metals like iron, 
then, don’t oxidize or rust on 
the moon. Furthermore, the 
lack of water means that many 
mineral compounds, which 
form on earth, are absent on 
the moon. 

The moon, unlike its parent 
planet, has vast numbers of im¬ 
pact craters. Caused by the 
violent bombardment of 
meteorites early in the solar 
system’s history, the craters 
provide a record which no lon¬ 
ger exists on earth. Geologic 
activity on our planet has des¬ 
troyed most traces of such pri¬ 
mordial chaos. Of the earth 
and moon, Burnett said: “I’m 
continually struck by the differ¬ 
ences, rather than by the simi¬ 
larities.” 

Today, large meteorites hit¬ 
ting the moon are a rare event. 
But the moon still faces a daily 
barrage of cosmic dust — 
‘‘micrometeorites” — that 
“gardens” or breaks down and 
mixes lunar “soil. ” Technical¬ 
ly, the moon does not really 
have soil, a term which implies 
that rock has been broken 
down by weathering and other 
processes that don’t occur on 
the moon. 

According to Dr. Robert 
Manka, a former NASA scien¬ 
tist now with the National Re¬ 
search Council, the studies 
gave detailed information on 
the composition of this wind 
and, by comparison with lunar 
rock samples, which also trap 
the wind, information about 
how it and the sun have 
changed over time. 

One Apollo experiment, lunar 
laser ranging, continues today. 
Apollo astronauts placed spe- 
cialy designed “retroreflec- 
tors ” on the moon’s surface. A 
retroreflector, said Dr. Peter J. 
Shelus, a physicist at the 
McDonald Observatory of the 
University of Texas in Austin, 
resernbles a "cigar box” with 
an assortment of small mirrors 
recessed in the surface. The 
mirrors are set at 90 degree 
angles to each other so that las¬ 
er beams fired from earth 
observatories are reflected 
directly back to their point of 
origin. Scientists study the time 
delay between the firing and 
return of the beam to deter¬ 
mine a variety of facts about 
the earth and the moon, as well 


as to solve sophisticated prob¬ 
lems in physics. 

Three important achieve¬ 
ments have thus far been aided 
by the lasers and reflectors. 
One of the first determined a 
more accurate distance from 
the earth to the orbiting moon. 
Before Apollo, Shelus said, that 
distance was known only to 
within a few hundred meters. 
Now, after 15 years of con¬ 
tinued study, he said, “we 
know the orbital distance of the 
moon down to a few tens of cen- 
ti motors.” 

The laser experiment that re¬ 
ceived the most attention, She¬ 
lus said, tested a portion of 
Einstein’s General Theory of 
Relativity, known as the 
equivalence principle. Testing 
the principle involved disting¬ 
uishing between and providing 
values for two types of mass: 
inertial mass, the resistance of 
an object to being set in mo¬ 
tion, and gravitational mass, 
which determines the gravita¬ 
tional attraction of planetary 
bodys like the moon and earth. 
In theory, the two types of 
mass should be equal. Einstein 
would be happy to know that 
the lasers and retroreflectors 
have corroborated his thinking. 

Currently, the laser-ranging 
experiments are being used in 
studies of the earth’s rotation 
and the movement of its plates. 
Unlike the other Apollo experi¬ 
ments. which had a limited life¬ 
time, as long as the mirrors 
aren’t covered by lunar dust or 
destroyed by some unforeseen 
event such as a meteorite hit, 
they will continue to provide 
important data about the solar 
system and its mechanics. 

Knowledge of the moon 
gained by Apollo and technolo¬ 
gy, developed in conjunction 
with the Space Shuttle mis¬ 
sions, could mean big economic 
payoffs from moon-based in¬ 
dustries. according to Dr. 
David Criswell, an idenpendent 
consultant on space develop¬ 
ment. Criswell envisions a day 
when such valuable ores as 
titanium can be mined profit¬ 
ably from the moon’s surface 
and huge power stations can be 
constructed to beam electrical 
power back to earth. 

"We just didn’t know these 
things (were possible) until we 
went to the moon,” Crisell said.

The new training design is 
geared toward preparing young 
people for jobs in the horticulture 
industry. The program is funded 
by a grant from the Wayne Coun¬ 
ty Private Industry Council 
under the Job Training Part¬ 
nership Act. 


Participants must live in West¬ 
ern Wayne County. Residents of 
Detroit and the Downriver com¬ 
munities are not eligible but are 
encouraged to contact their Pri¬ 
vate Industry Councils to learn 
about the programs offered in 
their areas. 

Extension Job Training parti¬ 
cipants must be 16 to 21 years old 
and unemployed.

Earl Jones is an amazing young athlete 
who has captured the hearts of this com¬ 
munity. 

There are runners and then there is 
Jones, a 6-foot, 160-pound track phe¬ 
nomenon who could become Inkster and 
this area’s first Olympic Games’ gold 
medalist. 

With a record-shattering performance, 
Earl won the 800-meter run at the United 
States Olympic Trials at the Los Angeles 
Coliseum to become the premier candi¬ 
date for the gold in that event at the 23rd 
Olympiad. The former Taylor Center and 
presently Eastern Michigan University 
star set an American record of 1:43.74, 
edging out Johnny Gray for first place in a 
classic photo finish at the Trials. 

Jones’ time also happens to be the best in 
the world ... and that’s why everyone is 
keeping an eye on the young athlete from 
Inkster. 

“He (Jones) is a track phenomenon who 
has unlimited potential,’’ remarks Dennis 
Shillingford, one of Jones’ coaches. “Earl 
is under tremendous pressure, as he has 
been during most of his career. But he can 
handle it.’’ 

Inkster and the area have rallied to raise 
$7000 to send Earl’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
James Jones of Inkster, and Shillingford to 
the Olympic Games which will begin in 
late July and continue into August in Los 
Angeles. 

‘‘Citizens in the area and residents have 
asked how they can help,’’ said Lewis 
Jackson, head of parks and recreation for 
the City of Inkster and who chairs the fun¬ 
draising committee, “and my response 
has been to participate in the fundrais¬ 
ers.” (Telephone Jackson at 565-4100 if you 
wish to contribute to the fund.) 

A breakfast attended by more than 150 
local and area businesspeople, a picnic 
and raffle have helped raise much of the 
$7,000. However, “We still need help;” 
says Carl Hornsby, vice president of En¬ 
vironmental Waste, and a member of the 
committee. 

“You know the other day we received a 
donation from a elderly woman who gave 
$25. She remarked that “Earl has put Inks¬ 
ter on the map. God bless him.’ This is the 
way people have been moved by all of 
this,“ Jerry Carnaghi noted. 

There are numerous such stories. 

Carnaghi, who is manager of the Inkster 
Ice Arena, says that “donations are com¬ 
ing in from all over.” 

“Earl has given this city a sense of com¬ 
munity. I don’t think that there is anyone 
who isn’t pulling for this young man. We’re 
all praying for him. Earl has captured the 
hearts of all of us.” 

In a span of two years Jones has also 
captured a host of titles that opened the 
doors for the invitation to compete in the 
trials. Jones, wearing EMU colors, won 
the Olympic Trials besting Rick Wohlhu- 
ter’s 1974 mark of 1:43.91. 

Prior to that event, at the NCAA indoor 
championships in 1983, Earl was given All- 
American status for his efforts in the 1,500 
meters and in 1984 as a member of the 
EMU distance medley relay team, which 
he anchored, he earned similar distinc¬ 
tion. He also anchored the Huron sprint 
medley team that ran a 3:18.7 at the West¬ 
ern Michigan Relays in January of 1984 
which established a world record. 

The list goes on and on. 

Now comes the greatest challenge in Jo¬ 
nes’s brilliant track career: The run for 
the gold. 

On July 11, Earl Jones flew to California 
in search of gold ... 

The Olympic Gold Medal.

The quest will begin for city golf 
championships on Saturday when 
more than 100 amateur male golfers 
from the area will take to the field in 
the 25th annual summer classic. 

Dun Rovin, a challenging, 6,760- 
yard course in Plymouth Township, 
offers those seeking the city titles of 
Wayne, Westland, Garden City, 
Romulus, Inkster and the Township of 
Canton this year ’s test of skill and en¬ 
durance. 

“There are so many new names this 
year that I really can’t say what will 
happen out there,” said Bill Hawley, 
co-director of the tournament.

Dun Rovin is a challenging terrain 
that will permit the golfers to really hit 
out of a number of holes, says Hawley. 
The course is also dotted with intri- 


quing obstacles that could frustrate 
the unwary golfer. 

The top five finalists in each of the 
cities and township will qualify to com¬ 
pete in the Michigan Parks and Re¬ 
creation Department’s state cham¬ 
pions. A finalist must be a bona fide 
resident of the city he is to represent. 

Golfers will be playing for trophies 
awarded to the top three finishers in 
each of the flights and additional 
flights will be organized only if the 
over-all number in a particular com¬ 
munity warrants it . (In case of a tie for 
a trophy, the golfers involved will de¬ 
cide the issue with a “sudden death ” 
playoff. 

Wayne golfers will also be compet¬ 
ing for the Leonard Anderson Memo¬ 
rial Trophy. The traveling trophy is 


awarded to the medalist of the cham¬ 
pionship flight in Wayne. The trophy 
honors Patrolman Anderson, the first 
Wayne Police Officer slain in the line 
of duty. 

The low scorer of the entire field will 
also be the recipient of a special 
trophy. 

“The success of this tournament 
over the many years has been attri¬ 
buted to the sportsmanship displayed 
by all of the competitors, ” noted Bill 
Whitworth, who also serves as a co¬ 
tournament director. “We know that 
the competitors will carry on that 
tradition. This tournament has also 
been an enjoyable and learning experi¬ 
ence for the young and senior citizens. 
That is why they have come back year 
after year.”
